W ashington, Ju n e 30.— It has just 
leaked out th at the m em b ers of the 
senate com m ittee appointed to probe 
th e Gore charges, in which bribery 
was alleged in connection with O kla­ 
homa 
Indian 
contracts, 
expressed 
great 
annoyance 
Monday 
when 
it 
dawned on them that they had not 
been provided w ith funds to defray 
the cost of their labors. 
W hen the 
resolution of inquiry was passed Sat­ 
urday night Senators Hale and H ughes 


stated that no oppropriation was de­ 
sired. 
ThL evidently escaped the no­ 
tice of S enator Jo nes of W ashington 
and the oth er m em bers of th e com m it­ 
tee. 
T he com m ittee, therefore, has 
m e authority to m ake an investigation, 
but the w herew ithal is lacking 
Ac­ 
cordingly th e com m ittee will not meet 
until congress assem bles in December. 
Despite th e th ou gh tlessn ess of the 
senate, th ere will be an inquiry into 
Indian 
affairs 
in 
O klahom a. 
The 
house, in creating its c o m m u te of in­ 
quiry, gave it broad pow ers as well as 
funds, with which to 
m ak e its re ­ 
searches. 
\ o direct appropriation was 
made, but th e house resolution pro- 
vided that all the expenses of the com­ 
m ittee should be paid oui of the house 
contingent fund, and this is am ple for 
all the purposes of the com m ittee. 
Data is now being prepared in the 
interior d ep a rtm e n t for th e use of the 
house com m ittee. 
Copies of all con­ 
tra cts made with th e O klahom a In- 
! dians, including those of J. I’. McMur­ 
ray, Orn shy M cH arg and m any o th ­ 
ers, will be placed in the h and s of the 
committee. 
W estern m em bers con versan t with 
Indian affairs express the belief that 
j the approaching inquiry will result in 
the O klahom a Indians being deprived 
of counsel whose services a r e confine* 
to practice before th e interior d ep art­ 
m ent and congressional com m ittees 
W estern m em bers and governm ent of­ 
ficials believe th a t the in terests of the 
Indians will be subserved if the reds 
are denied the right to retain counsel.

Th® Disaster Most Dreaded by the Lo ­ 
comotive Engineer. 
T he close calls th a t whiten the engi­ 
neer's hair are mostly due to som e one 
else's error or ov ersigh t w bidi he can ­ 
not foresee or prevent. T h a t m any of 
these close calls do not result fatally is 
d ue to the engineer’s sw ift an d skillful 
m eeting of tile emergency. 
T h e great driving wheels on which 
m ost of tile enorm ous w eight on the lo­ 
comotive rests are connected by m as­ 
sive jointed bars of forged steel. 
T he 
ends of these a re attach ed 
to the 
wheels about 
halfw ay 
betw een

axis and circum ference. 
It is through 
these liars, called driving rods. th a t 
the wheels receive their impulse from
